grants that m ay desire to come our way 
that we have a supply that will fulfill 
their desires and demands. 
In this m an­ 
ner we m ay lay a foundation broad and 
deep by constant renewal of our object- 
lessons and by a proper dissemination of 
straightforward honest literature. 
“It is, therefore, proper at this time, when 
we are contem plating the idea of sending 
forth a new and more elaborate exhibitiou, 
for us to take into consideration the object 
sought to be gained by our previous car. 
This object was two-fold. 
“First—It was to be a model object lesson, 
with the whole State’s productions, ar­ 
ranged in pleasing variety, so as to present 
to the beholder the greatest eHect in the 
smallest space possible. How well this 
succeeded is now a m atter of record to us, 
for the great crowds visiting the car were 
constantly growing and growing in num ­ 
bers as the exhibit proceeded on its jour­ 
ney. 
“Second—It was to be not only an exhibit 
but an educator, for after the object lesson 
was studied literature touching upon the 
specialties of each and every portion of the 
State was circulated among the visitors that 
in their leisure they m ight instruct them ­ 
selves more fully concerning that which 
they had seen. 
‘ Not only this, hut the more prom inent 
newspapers in the different sections of the 
country visited took pains to comment 
upon the traveling car and its wonders pre­ 
sented, and thereby awakened the curiosity 
and attention of thousands who m ight not 
be able to take advantage of the object les­ 
son. These things all make an impression 
—a deep impression—wherever circulated, 
and it is the great success of these two-fold 
objects that has commended to this Board 
the propriety of engaging iu a sim ilar 
venture the coming winter, that will he 
larger, more extended aud consequently 
more productive of great good to this State. 
“ The result of such work may not be 
seen at once. 
It may not build the State 
up with an increased population at once. 
It may not m ake any material difference at 
present in the fiowiDg tides of commercial 
life, but its effects will be lasting. 
It will 
start an intelligent, well-to-do im migration 
to our State that in tim e will have its effect, 
will snrely show a magnificent result, like 
every other well-directed effort in a business 
direction. Patience and hard work are its 
requisites and m ust be practiced for suc­ 
cess to crown its end.”

S an M ateo, September 17th.—There have 
been fires in the range of hills from near 
San Benito to Crystal Springs the last few 
days, and they are still raging in the hills 
and passed San Andreas valley. The tire 
has done considerable damage to the Spring 
Valley flumes, some 2,000 feet having al­ 
ready been burned.

The fire will be 
under control to-night or to-morrow should 
the weather keep as calm as it is now and 
has been for three days.

About 2 o’clock this m orning a small 
party of Indians came to Hackherry, but,

The citizens of H ackherry are building a 
fort, in which the women and children are 
to be placed at night. 
The Indians have all left Kingman and 
other points along the railroad.

G lo b e (A. T.), September 17th.—The re­ 
port that 200 San Carlos Indians had joined 
the H ualipais in tbe contem plated raid is 
entirely false.

Hon- K uglislt C ap italists P ro p o se to M o­ 
nopolize th e T rad e . 
W a sh in g t o n, September 17th.—Consid­ 
erable flurry was created in commercial 
circles here to-day when it was learned 
that the representative of a large English 
syndicate had arrived for the purpose of 
buying a num ber of business establish­ 
ments. 
H e proposes to purchase several of 
the largest dry goods, grocery, hardware 
and other establishm ents and run them on 
the same general plans that they have been 
conducted, but in the interest of alien pro­ 
prietors. 
The syndicate will not buy a single store 
here and there, but wants a num ber of 
them , so as to give em ploym ent to a gen­ 
eral superintendent of sufficient ability to 
command a trade. 
It is believed that im ­ 
ported goods are to be introduced on as 
large a scale as possible. The same syndi­ 
cate is said to be interested in the purchase 
of breweries in this locality. 
W hen the 
establishments are secured the syndicate 
will invest m nch more capital than is now 
employed and make the opposition to resi­ 
dent shop-keepers decidedly lively. 
The same plan is proposed in a num ber 
of the leading cities in the West. It is 
stated that Cincinnati, Indianapolis, Chi­ 
cago, Omaha aud other large cities are to 
be visited by the representative with a view 
of buying business establishments of vari­ 
ous kinds. It is noted that with the de­ 
cline of commercial interests in England 
on account of free trade there is a steady 
appreciation of business interests in this 
country for every conceivable line of trade.

M AKE ISLAND NAVY YARD. 


D ae o f th e T h ree T h ousand Ton C ruisers 
to he C o n stru cted T h ere. 
W a sh in g to n, September 17 th.—Secretary 
Tracy is giviug careful consideration to the 
question as to what shall be done in respect 
to tbe two 3,000-ton cruisers authorized to 
be built by an Act of Congress. 
The D epartm ent failed to secure a bid 
for construciing them w ithin the lim it of 
the cost imposed by Congress. 
It was not 
possible to reduce the requirem ent as to 
speed and increase the prem ium s, as bad 
been done in case of the 2,000 ton vessels, 
for the law had fixed these specifically. 
There was little hope of securing lower 
bids upon readyeriisement, so that aside 
from awaiting the tardy action of Congress, 
the only alternative seemed to be to build 
the vessels in the navy yards. 
It is this phase of the case that Secretary 
Tracy is considering, and should he be able 
to satisfy him self that the work can be 
done in a reasonable tim e and at a moder­ 
ate cost, it is highly probable he will de­ 
cide to have it done at the navy yards. 
Upon the first point it m ay be stated 
that while the Eastern ship-buiiding navy 
yards are not crowded with work, Xaval 
Constructor Tichborn is prepared to rec­ 
ommend that the Mare Island Yard be 
given an opportunity to show what it can 
do in the way of building a modern man- 
of-war. 
Acting under the authority con­ 
ferred by Congress, the Construction Bureau 
has been actively increasing the plant at 
that yard. 
Machine tools of the latest type 
are being delivered rapidly, and the acting 
chief constructor believes that w ithin two 
m onths the yard will be able to undertake 
successfully the construction of at least one 
of the 19 knot cruisers. 


CRUISER CHARLESTON.

The funds were used 
to buy up claims of the defuuct bank, and 
then a dividend was drawn on these claims. 
The full account of tbe indictm ents cannot 
be obtained, as the laws of the Territory 
forbid the District Attorney from m aking 
them public until the one indicted is ar­ 
rested. 
The claim that the charge is brought at 
this tim e because lie is running on the Re­ 
publican ticket cannot be m aintained, for 
eleven of the fif’een members of the Grand 
Jury are Republicans.

The witness became much 
confused, and was compelled to take refuge 
behind a faulty memory.

record of tbe Woodruff statem ents were 
read and Ives’ counsel asked : 
“ Did you 
make both of these statem ents?” 
“I did.”

“ I did,” said Woodruff. 
W oodruff's affidavit in July, 1889, relat­ 
ing to the alleged forgery was compared 
with his sworn statem ent at the reference 
suit in Cincinnati and W oodruff was again 
confronted with perjury. 
He had first sworn that the statem ent 
was true, and then taken oath it was false. 
The witness acknowledged that it was will­ 
ful and corrupt perjury.

The reception which was tendered last 
evening by the citizens of Sacramento to 
Senator and Mrs. Stanford represented.in the 
highest degree, the admiration and respect 
in which the city’s honored guests are held. 
There was no formality nor outward show, 
but rather a universal demonstration of 
good will and esteem on the part of the 
people who—combining all classes, creeds 
and denominations, from the opulent capi­ 
talist to the humble artisan—were there to 
pay merited respect to a couple whose 
kindly acts 
have 
endeared them 
to 
the 
hearts 
of 
the 
people 
of 
this 
city and of the State. The reception 
was of such a fraternal and homelike na­ 
ture that the record of its pleasures will 
long remain fresh in the memories of, 
the participants, while it is safe to say 
judging from the expressions made by the 
Senator and his good lady, that no event 
has heretofore taken place in their lives 
that has afforded them such genuine pleas­ 
ure and satisfaction. 
Shortly before noon Senator Stanford 
was escorted to 
Agricultural Park bv 
President Chris. Green, received by the 
Directors of the Stale Board of Agricul­ 
ture, and made their guest for the after­ 
noon. After the stock parade the Senator, 
Mrs. A. N. Towne, Mrs. J. B. Wright, Mrs. 
Requa. H. C. Nash, Edward C. Curtis and 
others were entertained at luncheon in the 
lunch-room back of the Directors’ stand. 
President Green welcomed the distinguish­ 
ed guest in a few well-chosen words, ex­ 
pressing the high estimation in which he 
was held by all, and regret at the fact that 
his stay could not be prolonged until the 
close of the fair. 
Governor Stanford responded in a feeling 
manner. 
He congratulated 
the 
State 
Board of Agriculture on the success of the 
fair and the wonderful 
results which 
had 
been 
brought 
about 
through 
the exertion 
of 
its 
members. 
The 
people 
were just 
beginning to 
real­ 
ize 
the 
importance 
of 
the 
annual 
fairs to the agricultural, horticultural and 
stock-bleeding industries, as well as to the 
welfare of the whole State. Speaking of 
Sacramento, he said that he always looked 
upon it as bis home, and he was happy to 
be here again and to meet Hi s old friends 
once more. He had seen since his arrival 
many evidences of enterprise and prosper­ 
ity, which had afforded him much gratifi­ 
cation. 
Brief speeches were made by Senators 
Boggs and DeLong, and Director L. Ü, 
Shippee, Mayor of Stcckton. 
Luncheon was over and the party took 
seats in the Directors’ stand just as the bell 
tapped, calling up the horses for the tirst 
race. The very first to appear on the track 
was the Senator’s famous three-year-old, 
Sunol, who trotted a lew days ago in 2:101. 
She won the race in three straight heats, 
and the Governor was 
evidently well 
pleased with her performance. Many old 
friends paid their respects during the after­ 
noon. 
At 0:30 f. m. Company B, under com­ 
mand of Captain Cook,'fired a salute of 
thirty-eight guns at the Capitol Park, in 
honor of Governor Stanford. 
The reception at the Governor’s residence 
In the evening was conducted by Mavor 
Gregory and Joseph Steffens, President' of 
the Board of Trade, in behalf of the citizens 
of Sacramento. There was an entire ab­ 
sence of formality, and all were greeted in 
the most cordial manner. The spacious 
parlors of the elegant mansion were brill­ 
iantly lighted and the scene was a charm­ 
ing* one. In one room a string and reed 
orchestra discoursed excellent music, long 
tables in the dining-room were loaded with 
refreshments, which were partaken of by 
the callers as they promenaded through 
the apartments. 
While ti e reception was in progress the 
First Artillery Regiment, of the Fourth 
Brigade, N. G. C , appeared in front of the 
residence, under command of Colonel 
Guthrie, and headed by the Hussar Band, 
the Artillery Band being engaged at the 
Pavilion. Brigadier-General T. W. Sheehan 
and staff, and Colonel J. W. Guthrie and 
staff and officers of companies entered the 
residence and paid their respects to the 
honored guests of the city, while the Hussar 
Band discoursed some excellent serenade 
music on the sidewalk, which was listened 
to by those within and huudreds upon the 
outside. 
Shortly after, a procession was formed 
and the distinguished party was driven to 
the Pavilion, and under escort of the Di­ 
rectors, given a full opportunity to exam­ 
ine the wonders of California soil and pro­ 
ductions contained thertin. Senator Stan­ 
ford expressed unoouuded surprise upon 
viewing the nmgnitieence of the varied ex­ 
hibits, and on more than one occasion gave 
vent to his feelings of admiration for a 
State that is capableof offeringto the world 
such tangible evidence of prosperity as Cal­ 
ifornia does to-day. Especial praise was 
given to the playground and its varied 
features, it beiDg directly in line with the 
character of duty which Mr. and Mrs. 
Stanford have been lor years performing— 
that of affording healthful and instrnctive 
recreation to children. No feature of the 
fair gave the party more genuine satis­ 
faction,

The scene so fully 
inspired the Senator that he seemed to en­ 
ter into the full spirit of the occasion, to 
the extent that Mr. I.nbin received the 
most sincere commendation at his hands. 
The party was then conducted to the 
Directors’ rooms, where another informal 
reception was tendered and received, dur­ 
ing which the health and prosperity of 
Sacramento’s staunch friend was appropri­ 
ately toasted. At 9:30 the party was driven 
to the depot, whence the train was taken 
for Sissors. Thus ended a testimonial 
which, to the people of Sacramento and to 
Senator end Mrs. Stanford, was alike a 
most pleasant and congenial reunion.

R e a p in g a R ich H a rv e st. 
It is very evident that the gang of pick­ 
pockets who are operating in Sacramento 
just now are experts in their nefarious 
business, and there are more of them at 
work than was at first supposed.

ONE W E EK 
LONGER. 


T h e P o lic e Say T h ey W ill Not S trike 
U n til th e F air is O ver. 
Yesterday morning a meeting of the po- 
l'ce officers of this city was held in the 
City Attorney's office at the station-house 
for the purpose of determining what action 
was to be taken by the force, now that the 
Trustees had ordered the salary case ap­ 
pealed to the Supreme Court. There were 
present: Officers Ash, Harvey, Farrell, 
Rider, Carroll, Morelli, Scanlan, Cunning­ 
ham, Stafford, Harris. Snooks, Arlington, 
Lowell, Campbell, Agner, Simmons, Fra- 
zee, Franks and Rowland. 
Officer L. W. Farrell was uanimously 
chosen as Chairman of the meeting, officer 
Bob Stafford as Secretary, and officer Scan­ 
lan as Sergeant-at-Arms' 
Snooks moved that the reporters be ex­ 
cluded for a few minutes until a tew ques­ 
tions could be discussed privately among 
themselves. 
Ash moved to amend Snooks’ motion by 
ordering the Sergeant-at-Arms to "bounce” 
the newsgatherers. The latter, however, 
needed no further hints, and hastily made 
their exit alone rather than be helped out. 
After a few minutes, however, Mayor 
Gregory, Chief Lee, Judge Buckley and 
the reporters were called in, and the' m at­ 
ter discussed in a thorough manner. Al­ 
most all the officers gave tbeir views on the 
question at issue, and expressed it as their 
opinion that the city had not dealt fairly 
with them. 
Officer Snooks said he could work no 
longer. It had been almost six months 
now since he received any money, and he 
was going to quit simply because of sheer 
necessity. He had a family to support and 
had held out as long as he could without 
receiving any pay. He had been told that 
it would take a year or more to settle the 
present case, and it was out of the question 
for him to work longer. Men could not 
now sell their lime and they had to seek 
some other means of support. 
Mayor Gregory then in well chosen lan­ 
guage asked the officers to continue at 
least until the fair was over. He was sorry 
the matter had come to this, and still he 
did not blame the men one bit. They 
ought to have their money, and the fact 
that they are receiving none and with little 
prospect of receiving aoy for at least some 
time, took all the ambition out of one. 
He congratulated each individual member 
of the force for the excellent work that 
bad been done since they were appointed, 
and especially at the present time. He, if 
any, he said, should have been the member 
of the Trustees to oppose the policemen. 
He was one of the Police Commissioners, 
and against his will the ten extra men were 
appointed; consequently if any one had 
reason to object to paying the men, it 
should be himself. But he was willing to 
forget all that had passed and was now 
almost as anxious for the men to gee their 
money as they were themselves. He real­ 
ized that it was a great hardship for them 
as they were working at present, but 
thought that in the end matters would all 
work out satisfactorily. His colleagues on 
the Board of Trustees had told him that 
they wanted the men to be paid, but at 
the same time they desired that the con­ 
flicting authority between the Folice Com­ 
missioners and the City Trustees be settled 
by the Courts. Even if the men lost their 
case, he would pledge his honor to do 
everything in his power to see that the 
men got their money. 
The Mayor’s rema'rks had quite an effect 
upon the officers. 
Officer Harvey said that it was strange 
kind of conduct for a Trustee to make the 
remark that "the police force were old duf­ 
fers, who wouldn’t work and didn’t have 
sand enough to quit.’’ 
The Mayor asked of Harvey who made 
such a remark. 
Harvey replied, “Oh, I ain't afraid to tell. 
It was Wolf that said it." 
Officer Harris said he believed the city 
deserved no consideration at all, and was 
in favor of quitting if not paid. "If the 
Trustees say we’li get our money," he eaid, 
“ why don’t they give it to us? We have 
only sued for the salary of the month of 
April, and they can give us what is due for 
the other months.” 
Officer Lowell suggested that Chief Lee 
be heard from. The Chief said that no­ 
body regretted the present state of affairs 
more than he did. He thought his officers 
had been shamefully treated, and he hardly 
thought he ought to ask them to keep at 
work. 
"But," said the Chief, "stay with me boys 
until the State Fair is over at least. Don’t 
leave me all alone. 
There’s criminals 
watching their chance as soon as vou leave 
work. Stay it out until, next week and 
then do what you think best." 
" I’ll stay with you Chief, if al! tha rest 
go,” said officer Fra zee. 
Franks said he didn't intend to quit 
until fair was over. He, with many of the 
officers, had promised this to the Chief and 
he was going to stick to his word. 
Judge Buckley, who had just entered 
from the Court-room, was asked for his 
advice and he gave it fully to the officers. 
He knew just how they felt and didn't see 
how they conld feel otherwise. But he 
advised the m to stay at work for one week 
longer. If they slopped now many of those 
who formerly were their friends would he 
inclined to regard their action as hasty in 
such an exciting time as this, and their 
friendly feelings would be reversed. 
If 
they remained on the force until affer the 
fair was over, they could then resign and 
no one could blame them. 
It was then moved that no action be 
taken at present, and that the meetirg 
adjourn until next Monday at 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon, when something definite 
will be done. 
Before adjourning Mavor Gregory made 
an apology for i he remara which Trustee 
Wolf was credited with having said. He 
announced that the Secov.d Trustee was a 
sort of a joker and undoubted) v made the 
remark in fan. 


R e m a rk a b le W o rk . 
The new Cascade bridge, six miles this 
side of the Summit, on 'he line of the 
Ceotral Pacific, was completed yesterday, 
and the delayed overland trains passed over 
and are now running on schedule time 
again. 
When it is known ihat this bridge 
is over 400 feet long and 100 feet high, ttie 
fact that it was erected in three days ap­ 
pears almost incredible. 
Tbe old bridge 
was destroyed by the forest fire which is 
raging in that district, on Thursday. A day 
waa lost in fighting the tire off the line of 
the track, and the real work on the new 
structure was not commenced until late 
Friday night. 
The forest fire is still de­ 
stroying thousands of acres of fine timber, 
but it is not thought tnat it will again ap­ 
proach the track. 


S u p re m e C o u rt D ecisio n , 
An opinion was filed in the office of the 
Clerk of the Supreme Court yesterday 
in the case ot Bryaut, appellant, vs. Lang­ 
ford et al., respondents. This is an action 
to set aside a deed of assignment of certain 
real estate made by him to the respondents 
for the benefit of his creditors. The sole 
groond for setting aside the deed is that 
the assignees failed to give the bond filed 
in Court. The Court below correetly sus­ 
tained a demurrer to the complaint." The 
failnre to give the bond did not afftct the 
validity of the deed. If the assignor has 
any remedy, it is to have the assignees re­ 
moved, and he certainly has this remedy, 
as he as well as his creditors is interested 
in the giving of the bond and the due per­ 
formance of the trust by the assignees. 
Judgment affirmed.

■ Im p o rta n t C on feren ce o f S p ortsm en T o ­ 
D ay w ith th e F ish C om m ission ers. 
There was to have been a business meet­ 
ing of the 8tate Board of Fish Commission­ 
ers yesterday, but it was postponed until 
to day. At 10 o’clock this morning the 
Board will meet in the Supreme Court­ 
room at the State Capitol, and extends a 
pressing invitation to sportsmen and all 
persons interested in the propagation and 
preservation of fishes and game to be 
present and express their views on the 
various matters to be considered. 
At its meeting last month the Board 
adopted and published the following ad­ 
dress to sportsmen on the subject of the 
importation of "foreign” game birds—that 
is, birds not native to this State: 
7b the various pun clubs and to all sportsmen of 
the State: The Fish Commissioners of t he State 
of California are by an Act of the Legislature, 
approved M arch 16,1889, charged w ith the dutv 
of im porting into the State various gam e birds 
for propagation. A m ongtbese are wild turkeys, 
prairie chickens, quail, pheasants and other 
well know n gam e birds. For the purposes of 
the law, the sum of S'-1000 is appropriated by the 
Legislature, to be used by the Stale Hoard of 
Fish Commissioners in defraying the costs inci­ 
dental to said im portation. 
The birds, w hen procured, w ill be distributed 
throughout the State in such quanti ies and to 
such localities as from ih eir best inform ation 
m ay. to the Board, seem proper. And lor the 
purpose of obtaioing this inform ation, lho 
proper officers ot all gun clubs and other sport­ 
ing associations, as w ell as all individuals feel­ 
ing an interest in the objects o f this schem e to 
stock the State w ith gam e birds non-existent 
here are respectfully invited to correspond with 
the State Board of Fish Commissioners, P. O. 
Dox 327, Sacram ento, Cal., and offer such sug­ 
gestions as they deem best touching any m atters 
relating to thus subject. Like suggestions are 
also invited from the press of this and other 
States, to the end th at this laudable endeavor of 
the Legislature m ay be m ade entirely success­ 
ful. 
The regular m onthly m eeting of the Board 
w ill be held at the State Capitol. Sacram ento, 
on Tuesday, Septem ber 17, 1869, at w hich tim e 
representatives of the clubs and others inter­ 
ested are invited to m eet w ith th e Board for 
consultation on this subject. 
J oseph Ro c h e r, 
J. Downey H arvey, 
Commissioners. 
Commissioner Roulier, in an interview 
yesterday with a R ecop.d-U n io n reporter, 
said he had learned from a gentleman who 
had resided for many years in Australia, 
that there is in that country a species ot 
quail much larger than any of the Ameri­ 
can varieties, which is noted for its fine 
table qualities and is also a close lying 
bird, affording the best possible sport for 
those who shoot over dogs. It is his in­ 
tention to urge the Board to import some of 
them, to be turned loose in this State. He 
also favors the introduction of Japanese 
pheasants from Oregon. He says that if 
the sportsmen should find that they are de­ 
structive to tbe native quail, or otherwise 
undesirable, the law’s protection can be 
withdrawn, and the birds would not he 
long in getting killed off. 
These are all matters of great interest to 
sportsmen, and it is to be hoped that they 
will respond to the Commissioners’ invita­ 
tion to lie present and give the Board the 
benefit of their views thereon. 
The Board will also consider other subjects 
within its jurisdiction, among them that of 
the case of a smelting company in Calaveras 
county, the drainings of whose mills into 
one of the streams have killed off the trout 
in vast numbers. 
The owners of the mill 
were prosecuted in a local Court and es­ 
caped conviction, but, finding that the Fish 
Commissioners proposed to follow them up 
in another county, are now ready and will­ 
ing to make overtures to the Board for a 
settlement of the case.

L o ra , Septem ber 17th —A brutal 
prize fight occurred here last n ig h t, w hich 
resulted in th e death of one of th e p artici­ 
pants. 
T hom as E. Jackson, aged 18 years, 
is the victim . 
H e fought E d. A hearn, the 
local light-w eight cham pion, eleven bloody 
rounds. 
A t th e beginning of th e tw elfth 
round he fell fainting in his second's arm s. 
T h e fight thro u g h o u t was th e m ost des­ 
perate ever w itnessed in the ring, science 
being lost sight of, an d give an d take 
slugging m arking th e fight th roughout. 
B y the tim e h alf a dozen rounds had been 
fought, th e m en and th eir seconds were 
covered w ith blood, as was th e saw dust on 
th e floor of th e ring, w hile th e w ater w ith 
w hich the fighters w ere sponged was as red 
as blood iteelf. 
W hen Jaskson fell unconscious he was 
carried ;o a room above a saloon. 
T hree 
physicians were called in . 
T hey w orked 
vigorously, but w ithout 
avail. 
A t 11 
o ’clock th is m orning Jackson died. 
H e is 
th e son of George M. Jackson, a w ell- 
know n local G reenbacker. 
T he affair created intense excitem ent, 
and prom inent people are likely to becom e 
involved. 
T he spectators w tre principally 
pooi-allev sports, w ho m ade up a purse cif 
$30, for w hich th e m en, or ra th e r boys, 
contested. 
Tw o ounce hard gloves were 
used. 
C hief o f Police H u b ler has ordered 
th e arrest of all parties concerned in the 
affair. 
An eye-w itness of the battle says it was 
one of the bloodiest contests ever w itnessed. 
A fter the first round science was entirely 
disregarded. 
T he bodies of th e m en were 
striped and blotched w ith blood. 
T h eir 
tight? and gloves were slippery, both h av ­ 
in g bled freely from tb e nose an d face 
The crowd w hich contributed tb e $30 for 
w Lich the m en were lighting cheered them 
on, w hile th e lloor was getting slippery 
from their blood. 
In the eleventh and last 
ro u n d both m en were so w eak th ey could 
h ard ly stand up. 
A h em w ith an effort 
stru ck Jackson a sw inging blow , w hich 
floored him . A hern falling on top from the 
im p e tu s of h is ow n blow. 
W hen tim e was called for th e tw elfth 
ro u n d Jacksou was p u t on his feet and 
shoved forw ard by his com panions, but 
alm ost im m ediately fell back unconscious. 
H is body, as seen at the M orgue, presents 
a h o rrib le appearance. 
H is lips baDg in 
snreds. and his face is one livid m ass of 
battered flesh, black and blue an d terribly 
sw ollen. 
H is chest does n o t show th e m ark s of 
th e bruises to any great extent, so th e m an 
m u st have received ali th e blows in the 
face and head. 
A hern, the surviving principal, was a r­ 
rested this afternoon. 
H e seem s to be 
proud ot th e fight he m ade, and says Ja c k ­ 
son m ast have bad heart disease. 
T he proprietors of th e saloon w here th e 
fight occurred and the tw o tim e-keepers 
have been arrested and several m ore prob­ 
ably wiil he behind the bars before m orn­ 
ing. 
So there are m any uneasy "sp o rts” 
to-night. 
Y oung Jackson left his hom e about a 
m o n th ago on account o f a quarrel w ith 
his father, w ho it appears bad objected to 
his taking part iu pugilistic encounters in 
th e gvm nasium . 
C ircuit A ttorney Glover says A hern's 
crim e is m urder in the first degree, itnder 
th e provision of the statute th at m ade it a 
capital offense to k ill a m an w hile com ­ 
m ittin g a felony. 
P rize fights o f th e character of this one 
have beeu of alm ost nightly occurrence in 
St. Louis for m o n th s. 
Joe 
M nrphy. a w ell-know n 
am ateur 
sp rin ter and ball player, and for years 
sporting editor of th e Globc-Dcinocrat, ref­ 
ereed th e fight. 
T he surviving pugilist's proper n am e is 
H u rre n . 
George M. Jackson, father of the 
young m an w ho was killed, is one of 
th e leading labor and single-tax politicians 
in th e State an d is a m an of w ealth am i 
position. Som e tim e ago he forbade his 
boy th e house unless he m ended his ways, 
and w beu he looked on th e corpse at the 
m orgue to-day he saw his son for th e first 
tim e in three m onths.

They M eet in C onvention a t B oston— 
S trong R eso lu tio n s P assed . 
B oston, 
Septem ber 17 th.—A body of 
colored m en m et to-day p u rsu an t to a call 
inviting a conference of th e leading colored 
m en to assist in th e organization of a m ove­ 
m ent to secure from the political party of 
th eir affiliation a fair share in its respon­ 
sibilities, opportunities aud honors. 
A resolution was adopted declaring th at 
they ask for no favors th a t are w ithheld 
from other citizens, or to w hich they are 
not entitled, b u t we d o a s k fo r th at civil 
and political hom ogeniety w hich invades 
no m an ’s private social rights, but w hich 
does lie at the foundation of national u ni y. 
W e do n ot believe th a t all our grievances 
can be cured by politics. 
W e counsel 
against entering politics for a livelihood in 
lieu of entering other fields of industry. 
W e em phasize th e im portance of acquiring 
hom es, landed an d personal property, and 
urge th e necessity of education. 
W e con­ 
dem n the brn ul outrages com m itted upon 
ou r people in th e south. 
W e w arn our 
countrym en th at if violence is done to 
w om en and children; the burning of school- 
houses aud churches, the destruction o f 
hom es and th e m urder o f defenseless m en 
are not prevented by th e strong arm of the 
law , th e patience, long suffering and for­ 
bearance characteristic of our people will 
be goaded in to bate so d end in strik in g out 
in self-defense. W e pm v to be perm itted to 
live w ithin the law . but if we are driven to 
live otherw ise the b :: m e w ill no t be ours. 
A p erm anent com m ittee was appointed 
to carry ou t th e purpose outlined in th e 
call. 


IM PO R TED W OOL. 


M an u fac tu rers C laim T h at Low G rad es 
Should b e A d m itted F ree. 
B oston, Septem ber 17th.—T he E xecutive 
C om m ittee of th e N ational A ssociation of 
W ool M anufacturers is in session here to­ 
day. 
T he question of free carpet wools is 
one of th e principal topics u n d er discussion. 
No action as yet has been taken, b ut the 
A ssociation’s Quarterly Bulletin, just issued, 
says editorially : 
“I t is adm itted th a t in 
1887 the duties upon carpet wools w ere not 
designed to serve as protective duties, but 
were im posed for purely reveuue purposes. 
W e cannot subscribe to th e claim now 
m ade th a t the conditions have so changed 
in tw enty years th at protective d u ty is now 
desirable and w ould be advantageous.” 
T he argum ent is th at th e condition then 
existing w hich rem oved all necessity tor 
protective duty on carpet wools has been 
increased an d intensified by th e lapse of 
tim e. 
P rohibitory or highly protective duty on 
th e cheapest grades w ould not lead to th e 
production in this country of wools sim ilar 
to those now im ported for this purpose. 
M anufacturers w ould be justified in insist­ 
ing th a t th e low grade of carpet wools shall 
go upon th e free list. 
T hese low grades of 
carpet wools are alm ost th e only raw m a­ 
terial upon w hich a d uty was im posed 
w hen the 
G overnm ent needed 
m oney, 
front w hich it had not since been rem oved, 
o r it is no t there (in Senate tariff bill) pro ­ 
posed to rem ove it. 
T he argum ent in favor o f free carpet 
wools is vastly stronger th an th at w hich 
was m ade tor free hides. T he difficulty iu 
the way of giving m anufacturers a full 
benefit of th e principle arises from th e 
trouble in securing at th e Custom H ouse a 
classification necessary for tbe prevention 
of frauds. 
W e hold th is difficulty to be th e only 
valid argum ent th at can be urged against 
th e free adm issisn of carpet wools. 
T he proceedings of the E xecutive Com ­ 
m ittee are private.
